Cotton Products Affected by 50 Per Cent Ad 
Valorem Duties To Become Effective 
Saturday. 


LONDON, Dec. 


_Britain carried her experiment with 


protection considerably further  to- 
night by decreeing 50 per cent ad va- 
lorem duties on a large number of 
products, many of which are imported 
from the United States. 

The duties, which become effective 
Saturday, will affect articles that have 
been imported in large amounts re- 
cently, apparently in anticipation of 
a general tariff, 

Among articles affected are manu- 
factured products, made wholly or 
partly of cotton, including tissues in 
the piece, flags, handkerchiefs, shawls

Several kinds of electrical fixtures 
are hit in the new schedules made 
public by the board of trade. Ameri- 
can firms already have plans under 
way to manufacture these products in 
England that they may avoid duty.

Ear- 
lier reports that both planes were two- 
seaters led to the belief that four men 
had been killed 

Sergeant Lauver and one of the offi- 
cers were flying in a two-seater plane 
while all the others were piloting sin- 
gle-seater pursuit ships. The planes 
were engaged in mimic warfare at a 
height of 200 feet, and two of the 
ships were engaging in attack maneu- 
vers on the others. Lieutenant Koons 
was flying directly beneath the forma- 
tion and suddenly nosed his ship up- 
ward, striking Lieutenant Wilson's 
ship. 

Lauver leaped from’ his ship at a 
height of 50 feet but his parachute 
failed to open in time to break his de 
scent. 

Sergeant Lauver’s body was found 

yards from one of the wrecked 
planes. The planes fell about 300 
yards apart. The bodies of the pilots 
were found in the wreckage.

cellation of inter-governmental debts. 


The debt holiday will be debated in 
the house tomorrow. A favorable vote 
is expected by Saturday night.

Vegetable Aspic. 


1 package lemon jello, 1 pint boil- 
ing water, 1 cup shredded cabbage, 1 
pimiento chopped fine, 1-2 cup chop- 
ped raw carrots, 1-2 cup chopped ap- 
ple, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 4 lbs. lemon 
juice,, mayonnaise. 

Pour boiling water on jello, stir con- 
stantly until clear, let stand until 
cool. Fold in the chopped vegetables, 
salt and lemon juice. Set in the ice 
box for two hours. Serve with may- 
onnaise or Thousand Island dressing. 


Charlotte. 


1 pint whipped cream, 3. egg- 
whites, 1-2 cup sugaf?, 1 tablespoonful

In » oP winter of 1894 a steamer 
had poked her way into the blue 
waters of the Caribbean and the har- 
bor at Puerto Cortez on the Hon- 
duran coast. She landed there a 
young man who had left the railroads 
of the southern states in America to 
work for a narrow gauge banana rail- 
road into the interior. 

It was Lee Christmas. And his 
Kismet was to touch him with splen- 
dor, to raise him up to great heights, 
to make him figure in a dozen wars 
and revolutions, to bring out the war- 
ships of the United States to look for

him. And then it was to leave him 


with only his memories. 

Thureday afternoon there came into 
Atlanta a young man of pleasing per- 
sonality. He had just lately returned 
rom Honduras, and will visit in At- 
lanta for a while. 

It was Lee Christmas Jr., or per- 
haps senior, since the old warrior 
passed on some six years ago. 

Fate had treated him peculiarly. 
His father had brought him, along 
with other children, to New Orleans 
in 1915 when things got too hot in 
Honduras. And Lee Jr. stayed ith 
Lis father until the end.

Riley was the last defense witness 
examined. He denied he had ever

Riley did. not testify. 

“I'd be a mighty poor man,” he 
said, “to stand for any woman, no 
matter who she was, hurting my own 
flesh and blood.” 

The witness testified that Mrs. 
Riley’s “mental condition is very 
bad,” that his son, Francis, had been 
“caught in a few lies” and that his 
daughter, Lonise, left home after he 
struck her for staying out late one 
night. ; 

“Your own children had become ob- 
noxious to you?” asked William. H. 
Collins, the assistant district attorney 
conducting. the prosecution. 

“Yes, sir,” Riley replied. 

Edith was taken from her parents 
six weeks ago and placed in Gallinger 
huspital for treatment.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. .17.—(UP)

ROT AT NANKING 


Protest Staged as South- 
ern Leaders Arrive To 
Set Up New Government 


By The Assbciated Press. 

Chinese troops fired on rioting uni- 
versity students who wrecked a news- 
paper plant and knomintang (nation- 
alist) headquarters at. Nanking. yes- 
terday. 

The students cleared 
own wounded and it was impossible 
to determine how many had fallen. 

The demonstration, staged against 
China’s “weak” policy toward Japan, 
took place as southern nationalist 
leaders arrived in Nanking to set up 
a new and stronger government. 

Sun Fo, son of China’s first presi- 
dent and one of the principal mem- 
bers of the. southern group, declared 
the new administration would. inau- 
rgurate a stiffer policy in connection 
with Manchurian affairs and /would 
“exert every effort to recover our lost 
rights and lost territory.” 

Japanese civilian authorities in 
Mukden declared prospects for a 
bloodless settlement of the controversy 
over Chinchow were increasing. 

Both civilian and military officials 
reiterated that the Chinese govern- 
ment and army must be removed ftom 
Chinchow, but it was held that force 
might not be necessary to bring about 
the evacuation. 

In Tokyo the cabinet authorized the 
sending of another mixed brigade to 
Manchuria after receiving reports that 
not a single carload of Chinese troops 
had left Chinchow for home. 

Some Japanese commentators said 
there was little significance in the 
esp ge of Chang .Hsueh-liang 
from the post of Chinese military com- 
mander in Manchuria. “They declared 
he still intended to wield power.

DETROIT, De Dee. 17.—(#)—Henry 
Ford, long an exponent of the “no 


dole, no hand-outs” policy in employ- 
ment problems, has. taken charge of 
a village of 4,400 population five miles 
from his automobile plant, to test his 
theories. 

At the village of Inkster, where a 
large part of the population has been 
unemployed for several months, Ford 
agents have set: up a commissary, 
stocked the village with supplies, in- 
stalled a municipal oven, and set most 
of the unemployed to work building 
streets, improving houses and at other 
tasks, 

The often-expressed Ford policy of 
‘no hand-outs” is being followed, and 
the village residents are working ’ sole- 
ly for their own interests. Payment 
is made in orders upon the commis- 
sary, allowing the purchase of food 
and necessities. In some instances, 
$1 a day is being allowed to certain 
workers for spending money,

SEVEN-CENT GAS. LEVY 
VOTED FOR TENNESSEE 


N ASHVILL®, Tenn., Dec. 17.—() 
Tennessee's senate voted late today 


to raise the gasoline «from 6 to 7 
eents a gallon, and by this token. a 
balanced state budget was yirtually 
fassured before the legislature adjotrns 
its second extra session Saturday, 

An increase in this levy is tae 
keystone to a compromise plan for 
bridging ‘the anticipated $12,000,00C 
biennial deficit, the shadow of which 
has darkened Tennessee’s credit to 
such an extent that many elementary 
schools have closed and the financial 
distress has stopped payment of state 
employes and* millions of dollars. of 
pressing obligations. 

Shortly before the senate acted the 
house had indorsed the financiat pro- 
gram in toto, ‘and the favorable vote 
by the upper branch on the most con- 
troversial phase of the plan was re- 
garded as a test of strength. 

Revenue from the extra cent of gas 
tax was estimated, on the basis of 
yield from the present 6-cent levy, 
to produce $2, 100,000 annually. This 
will be placed in a sinking fund to 
pay interest on and retire tax-antici- 
pation certificates that are to be is- 
sued and the increase is to be drop- 
owe be soon as the obligations are

Appropriations Caiamit 
teeApproves $200,000,000 
Fund for Xmas Cheer.

| The Christmas spirit was invoked suc- 


cessfully in the house today to obtain 
aproval of a $200,000,000 appropria- 
tion forgloans on veterans’ bonus cer- 
tificates. 

Chairman Byrns of the appropria- 
tjons. committee explained that imme- 
diate action was desired so that the 
veterans bureau could accommodate 
former service men who. wanted the 
bonus to fill their Christmas stockings. 

The resolution was adopted unani- 


mously and sent to the senate. It 
will bring the ‘total amount appro- 
priated for loans under the 50 per cent 
valuation of $1,710,000,000 on the cer- 
tificates to $1,352,000000. Already 
$1,153,000,000 has been loaned to the 
3,000,000 veterans holding bonus cer- 
tificates, exhausting the burean’s 
reserve. This does not include $75,- 
000,000 loaned -by private banks to 
veterans, 

The measure was the first passed 
by the democratic house calling for 
money from the treasury. It also was 
the first presented by the new demo- 
cratic chairman of the committee. 

At the committee hearings, Veter- 
ans’ Administrator Hines sai! the 
$200,000,000 should last until June 30, 
But, he added: -“We anticipate that 
if present conditions are maintained 
there will be a greater demand for 
loans.” 

Up to November 30, Hines said, 
72.7 per cent of the veterans nego- 
tiated loans. Of that number, he said, 
65 per cent did not waste their money; 
20 per cent used it for investment pur- 
poses; 8 per cent for automobiles and 
7 per cent received no benefit. 

“It is surprising -to find that only 
7 per cent are supposed to have wasted 
their money,” Hines said. “There was 
a feeling that a great deal of-it would 

wasted.” 

Hines testified that the 50 per cent 
bonus law was not responsible for the 
treasury deficit. 

Today, he told President Hoover he 
was asking congress for authority to 
let contracts for soldiers home and 
hospitals totalling $19,275,000 for 
which money has not yet been appro- 
priated. 


Senate Will Revive 
Food Price Probe 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(?)—A 
new investigation of foed prices was 
ordered today by the senate. 

The senate approved a _ resolution 
by Chairman MeNary, of the agricul- 
ture committee, reviving the food price 
investigating committee of the last 
eongress which was headed by Sena- 
tor Capper, republican, Kansas. 

The subcommittee was empowered 
to make further investigation of the 
prices of bread, meat and sugar prod- 
ucts, with particular reference to 
whether retail prices have reflected 
the decline in the cost of raw prod- 
ucts,

17.—()—In 
the “ideal” American rural commun- 
ity, medical care costs annually an 
average of $36.09. 

This community is San Joaquin 
county, California. A survey of this 
county has been issued by the com- 
mittee on the costs of medical care, 
the 12th survey it has published dur- 
ing a study of nearly five years seek- 
ing facts to solve medical expense. 

San Joaquin county is perhaps the 
most “ideal” rural community avail- 
able, said Dr. A. E. Winslow, pro- 
fessor of public health at Yale and 
vice chairman of the committee. 

Residents of San Joaquin county 
divide their medical care expenses an- 
nually as follows: For physicians, 24 
per cent: hospitals, 24; drugstores, 
19; dentists, 16; nurses, 5; other 
practitioner, 5; public health, 3: op- 
tical firms, 3, and commercial labora- 
tories, 1 per cent.

Protests Must Be Filed in 
Bidding Disputes, Says 
Match Observer.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The ref- 
erees, under the articles of agreement 
signed by Ely Culbertson and Sidney 
S, Lenz, have clearly defined duties. 

They are required to keep the rec- 
ords of the match. They are not re- 
quired, nor do they have the right, 
to pass upon questions of bidding un- 
less submitted to them in writing by 
one of the contestants. 

Thus,.in a sense, they are required 

to be “dummies,” but not in the sense 
in which Mr. Courtenay uses the 
term. 
So far as we are concerned, we 
must concede that unless protest 18 
filed, Mr. Culbertson is the best judge 
of his system and the correct bidding 
under it, as Mr. Lenz is also the best 
judge of his system and the correct 
bidding to use when playing it.

NIGHT'S PLAY 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—It is not 
the good. fortune of every bridge play- 
er to have two favorite partners. 
am one of that exceptional class. 

My favorite coy my wife, has 
felt the urge of the Christmas spirit 
taking precedence over bridge and s0 
tonight I turn to my other favorite 
partner, Theodore A. Lightner, to pla 
with me in the bridge tournament wit 
Messrs. Sidney S. Lenz and Oswald 
Jacoby in a test of the respective mer- 
its of the approach-forcing and offi- 
cial systems of contract bidding. 

Mr. Lightner is a marvelous play- 
er. He holds so many championships 
that nowadays the winning of one 
seems to add slightly to his air of 
studied boredom. 

A great deal of prominence has 
been given to the so-called “one-over- 
one” variation of the approaeh-forcing 
system and so my friends will be in- 
terested in this statement issued to- 
night by Mr. Lightner: 

“T am delighted to play. with Ely 
Culbertson, my favorite partner in 
bridge. 

“We are playing strictly the Cul- 
bertson (approach-forcing) system. 
Sometimes this system is called the 
‘one over one’ system, due to the fact 
that one of the fundamental principles 
of the approach-forcing system is to 
start the bidding very low with suit 
bids of one and generally to keep 
them as low as possible until the 
honor strength ani distributional 
values are on the table and are pre- 
cisely determined. 

“Some players are under a misap- 
prehension that the name, ‘one over 
one system,’ applies to a different 
system. This is simply an attempt 
to convey a false impression that 
there are two distinct systems, one 
called the Culbertson (approach-forc- 
ing) and the other the ‘so-called ‘one 
over one’ system, Inasmuch as it 
happened to be I who originated the 
name and the forcing variation ‘one 
over one,’. the absurdity of such claims 
is all the more apparent. 

“My partner bore the lion’s share of 
the burden of the attack tonight. It 
fell to his lot to play the first hand 
of the night and made six. Be. 

“Ts it any wonder I am enthusiastic 
over a partner who makes six no- 
trump with two aces and two masterly 
players against him? 

The first grand slam bid of the 
match so far came as the result of a 
penalty double. Our opponents had 
bid six no-trump after a psychic un- 
official opening heart bid by Mr. Ja- 
coby, the results of which were disas- 
trous. It was not the first psychic 
bid by our opponents, but it certainly 
was the most psychical. As the re- 
sult of it, our able opponent, Mr. 
Lenz, finally arrived at a “six  no- 
trump contract which I doubled. | 
turned out that against any opening 
lead by Mr. Lightner, my partner, ex- 
cept a club, which is unlikely, the six 
no-trump contract can be made. It 
would have given our opponents the 
rubber and a vulnerable slam with 150 
honors. ‘The seven-heart bid cannot 
possibly be made. (The hand is print- 
ed elsewhere in this page.) 

Had our oppogents been using the 
approach-forcing system, the bidding 
would have proceeded normally and 
inevitably to a sniall slam in spades, 
at which contract, seven-odd would be 
made against any defense. 

The real disaster of this hand can- 
not be visualized without considering 
what happened on the next two 
hands. When the above hand came 
up we were 1,645 plus. 

On the next hand, we set our oppo- 
nents one trick and on the hand fol- 
lowing, through a series of beautiful 
approach and forcing bids, we arrived 
at a four no-trump contract. Although 
we made six in the play, there was 
nothing in the combined holdings of 
my partner and. myself which justi- 
fied the slam bid. We ended the rub- 
ber with a score of 2,685, instead of 
the 35 which would have been our 
lot if the bidding machinery of our 
opponents had clicked successfully on 
the slam bid and they had carried 
through their six contract. : 

The hand on which we won this 
second rubber of tonight’s session is 
such a beautiful specimen of the func- 
tioning of approach-forcing bidding, 
with its green and red lights’ signal- 
ling when to go and when to stop, 
that I give it herewith, although there 
is nothing particularly significant in, 
the play after the break in spades.

injuries and surgical treatments known 
to have been undergone by Lincoln's

The experts 
agreed that Germany was right in at- 
taching importance to providing with-' 
out delay for the reduction of the’ 
floating debt caused by past budgetary | 
deficits, despite the heavy burden this | 
imposes during the period of crisis. | 

The communique confirmed previous | 
reports that another subcommittee, 
headed by Maurice Frere, of Belgium, 
had found it impossible to determine 
the exact total of German holdings 
abroad. 

“The subcommittee refrained,” the 
statement said, “from setting the total 
of holdings abroad but indicated that 
$2,100,000,000, as of July 31, 1931, 
was a reasonable figure. 

“Rut this takes no account of the 
considerable foreign holdiags result- 
ing from the flight of capital for 
which it is impossible to set a figure.”

It is‘ axiomatic that Slams should 
not be bid, regardless of the number 
of playing-tricks in the combined 
hands, unless the probability of losing 
tricks to missing honors—particularly 
Aces—has been eliminated. 

In the Approach-Forcing System 
this has been provided for by the 
overbid of a suit bid by the oppo- 
nents. In the early stages of bidding 
such a bid is the equivalent of a 
strong Takeout Double: in the later 
stages it is a distinct Slam try. 

In deals played with a suit as 
trump, Aces and Kings adversely held 
often lose much of their power, as 
the hand below illustrates:

Critized by Savannah Educators 


NEW -YORK, Dec. 17.—(4#)—Dr. 
David 8S. Muzzy, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, whose texthook’s reference to 
“criminals” and “convicts” as early 
settlers of Georgia drew criticism from 
the Savannah board of education, says 
his statement was based on historical 
facts, ; 

He added, however, that “Ifa mis- 
take has been made, I am as anxious 
as my critics that it be corrected, but 
I cannot see where any mistake has 
been made regarding Georgia.” 

“There is no shadow of an idea in 
my mind,” he went on, “to cast as- 
persions on the people of Georgia. I 
did not. say. that all of them were 
descended from conviets, but ery how 
the colony was founded,,and I don’t 
think that can be disputed. There is 
no history I have seen that does not 
recognize that Oglethorpe sent large 


numbers of prisoners to Georgia. He 
was especially interested in reforming 
prison life. It was a philanthropic 
scheme.” 

Dr. Muzzy said he was willing, 
however, to make any 
change” that his publishers, Ginn & 
Company, to whom the Savannah 
board made its protest, might want.. 

His same textbook that drew fire 
in Savannah, “History of the Ameri- 
cap People,” once led Chicago of- 
ficials to charge that he was “pro- 
British” but the charge collapsed and 
an apology was made. 

Dr. Muzzy said the protest of the 
Savannah board of education was 
“just a manifestation of local pride.”

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SEVEN SCHOOLS 
FAVOR CHANGES 
IN STANDARDS 


Many Important Matters 
Slated for Debate at 
Meeting Today. 


By Jimmy Jones 
Staff Correspondent. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 17.— 
The recent agitation begun by cer- 
tain leading institutions within the 
Southern conference in behalf of clean- 
er linen in the athletic department 
seems to have evolved into the old 
question of who will bell the cat, with 
the additional problem of there being 
no convenient cat around on which 
to fasten the bell. 

Seven institutions, Georgia, Georgia 
Tech, Tulane, Vanderbilt, Florida, 
Kentucky and Auburn today formally 
organized with the avowed purpose of 
working for ltigher standards of schol- 
arship for athletics and for uniform 
eligibility rules. They also announced 
that they would match each other in 
the matter of schedule. This group, 
which was formed at Atlanta a few 
months ago. lacks North Carolina. 
North Carolina withdrew because of 
pressure from within the state. 

“STONE FACES.” 

New Orleans tonight is full of min- 
iature “great stone faces,” namely, 
the delegates from the outside or non- 
eonvbatant group, and- at the moment 
they’ are doing exactly nothing and 
saying as little as possible. 

When asked what they think about 
the policies as outlined by the so- 
ealled “Big Ten,” -they immediately 
start talking about the Tulane-South- 
ern California game or the last race 
at Jefferson Park and then they turn 
to each other blank faces as if to 
ask. “What is the Big Ten and why?” 

The offensive plainly has been left 
up to the leaders in the renaissance 
move themselves and most of the “say 
nothing” group seem to be either 
awaiting the first official - discussion 
of the problem before committing 
themselves or letting the situation set- 
tle itself. 

This reticence on the part of the 
“apposition” or lukewarm thinkers is 
irking the exponents of contemplated 
reforms no little and tonight there 
loomed a possibility that the whole 
thing might eventually simmer out 
With there being very little accomplish- 
ed at this meeting in the way of new 


ideals. 
“POLITICING.” 

Tt seems that there has’been some 
plain and faney antidrastic reform 
“noliticing” going under cover. To- 
night one of the staunchest advocates 
of the new move for better scholastic 
standards and curbing of scouting and 
recruiting activities, who asked. that 
his name be left out of the public 
prints, stated that, although his group 
had not weakened in their fight and 
had outlined clearly the new policies 
to be presented in a meeting of their 
own today their main hope now was 
to have the conference adopt at least 
a portian of their proposals. 

The foremost of these deals with 
the appointment of a commissioner 
and a resolution to curb some of the 
subsidizing. 

Dan McGugin, the veteran attorney- 
coach of Vanderbilt and one of the 
ring-leaders in the reform movement, 
appeared somewhat gloomy tonight by 
the lack of interest on the part of 
some of the schools outside his own 
circle. but forecast the doom of foot- 
hall in the south unless some steps 
at least were taken to curb wholesale 
competition for athletes in the open 
mart and a polite ignoring of the best 
scholastic standards. “It either means 
that football is going to kill itself or 
that the game will be put on a higher 
plane.” MeGugin declared. 

ARMSTRONG COMMENTS. 

Professor A. H. Armstrong, of Geor- 
gia Tech, commented regretfully on 
the “speak for yourself, John” atti- 
tude that some of the coaches and 
athletic heads were holding, but the 
professor still has high hopes of some- 
thing being accomplished. 

The first action on the amendments 
suggested is expected to come today 
when the executive committee of the 
conference will considr some of the 
more important suggestions outlined 
at a four-hour discussion today. Sat- 
urday will foretell the fate of the 
move for cleaner competition among 
the larger rival group in the confer- 
ence. 

While he does not think North Car- 
olina’s withdrawal of support on the 
movement will affect the success of 
the platform outlined in Atlanta sev- 
eral weeks ago and reviewed in an 
informal discussion today, Professor 
Armstrong did say tonight that friends 
of the institutions who did not join 
the original move had begun a lot 
of propaganda charging the seven sur- 
viving leaders with a “superior feel- 
ing’ and an ultimate view of freez- 
ing out the smaller institutions. 

It also has become known that some 
of the schools are fearful of eventual- 
ly losing out in the conference alto- 
gether and will bring pressure to bear 
against any divergence of principles 
whatever. These include some of the 
moss-hbacks or sticklers for the old or- 
der of things who prefer to let the 
conference move along as it has been 
for the last few years. Dean S. Vv. 
Sanford, of Georgia, was being given 
eredit tonight as being the man who 
held the control of the whole sit- 
vation in the palm of his hand and it 
is believed that if a compromise set- 
tlement is brought about, Dean San- 
ford will bring it. 

Dt. Sanford was reticent tonight, 
but has been taking part in a number 
of private caucuses and is bélievred to 
control the majority following on any 
proposition that comes up. It is a 
certainty that the seven schools want- 
ing a change, namely, Tech, Vandy, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Florida, Tulane 
and Auburn, will find plenty of op- 
position from the other 16 members 
and may be forced to abide by a set- 
— because of being in a minor-

Tulane packs up tomorrow and heads over the long, long 
trail to the coast, where those ‘‘Tro-gins,”” who are by way of 
becoming a modern dragon, are waiting. 

And somehow the idea still clings around that the Trojans 
of Southern California are the greatest football team in the na- 
tion today. I am firmly convinced that we would have to go 
back to the Four Horsemen and the Seven Mules of Notre Dame 
to find a team which would meet them on even terms. 


It is true that they did appear weak against forward 
passes in the game with Georgia. They tried three, 
which isn’t many, and missed them all. Which would 
indicate that they have no great air attack. And there 
is an old maxim hidden somewhere which says that a 
team which cannot offer a passing threat will not win 
many games. It is my opinion, however, that this team 
has enough sheer power to win with that alone. . 

St. Mary’s, playing early in the season, won from Southern 
Califoraia with two long passes. The Gaels made no first 
downs to speak of, but they got those two tallies and held on. 
This would indicate that the Trojans are quite porous when it 


comes to passes. 


Yet that can only be guessed at. The Georgia game 
can’t be taken as any criterion of the pass defense. 
After the Trojans got two touchdowns they settled back 
on their heels. It was apparent that they had the situa- 
tion in hand. They added another with comparative 
ease. More subs came in. 

It was not until then that Georgia’s passes began to work. 
The Trojans were three touchdowns ahead. Georgia worked 
the ball from the Georgia 21-yard line to the Trojan 20. And 
then came the fumble which was run back for the fourth Tro- 
jan touchdown. 

Georgia worked other passes. Yet Georgia was un- 
able to score. It can hardly be said that the Trojans 
were weak against passes. A team composed of subs in 
about two-thirds of the positions and four touchdowns 
out in front, did let some go by. But Georgia couldn’t 
score. So I doubt if thé Georgia game, as a test of the 
Trojan defense against passes, is a good one. 

Tulane will pass. Tulane will score. If the Green Wave 
can mix up those passes and get two touchdowns ahead | think 
they will win. 

But even that can’t be so sure. Notre Dame, sup- 
posedly the greatest passing team in the game, couldn’t 
pass and scoré when they needed a tally to win the game 
from the Trojans. 

Tulane’s chances are much better than Georgia’s with the 
air game out of it. Tulane has a rugged line and a rugged full- 
back to back up the line. 

Unless that Tulane line jams the Trojan line back into those 
reverses and spin plays Tulane will not have a chance. And 
how would one go about jamming a rock wall back into any- 
thing? 

WHAT WILL IT TAKE? 

Mr. Jake Harris, who seems to have been punishing himself 
by reading all the post-mortem press reports from the Georgia 
special en route home, wants to know just what it will take to 
stop Southern California. 

‘In one article I read where a good left guard, a 
good left tackle and a good fullback would give the Tro- | 
jans trouble,’”’ writes Mr. Harris. “In another article I 
read where two good tackles, two good guards and a 
fuliback will be needed. What DOES one need?” 
Personally, I think they need to call out the Marines, 


NOT NINE TOUCHDOWNS DIFFERENCE. 

There wasn’t, of course, nine touchdowns difference between 
Georgia and Seuthern California. Georgia never got going. The 
team was never in the ball game. They tried, but there was 
no fire there. It looked like a burned-out senior team that had 
played too much football. 

Southern California is from three to four touch- 
downs better than Georgia. They have enough physical 
power to shove Georgia out of the way and win by that 
many touchdowns. Georgia’s few big men were badly 
outplayed.

MEHRE’S DEFENSE.

“There was just one thing I would do if we had to 

play next week,”’ said Mehre. “I would have to put 14 

men out there instead of 11. 

“It appeared to me that they must have had some 15 men,” 
said Mehre. ‘‘The runner always had three or four in front of 
him. There were two or three on Smitty, two on each tackle 
and plenty of others all over the field.

Two-Week Prasiies Limit 
Scored by Writer. as 
“Fool Rule.” 


By Walter Trumbull. 

NEW YORK, Dec..17.—Among the 
football reforms which are to be in- 
troduced at New York University are 
the shortening of'spring football prac- 
tice and the limiting of autumn prac- 
tice to a period of not more than two 
weeks prior to the opening of <i 

This latter is a rule adopted 
many of the large eastern eslaine, 
We always thought that it was a fool 
rule and we still think so. We hap- 
pen to know that more than one edu- 
cator shares this belief, together with 
numerous football coaches. 

A man may be in good physical 
condition without being in good foot- 
ball condition. It takes him a little 
time to harden himself to the rigors 
of scrimmage. This means that he 
should have time to take things fair- 
ly easily and do the hardening a bit 
at a time. 

But with only two weeks’ prelimi- 
nary practice, it means that a coach 
must put his men through intensive 
training. For one reason or another, 
the chances are that some of the regu- 
lars are — from reporting on 
time, anyhow. 

“PERFECT PLAY.” 


And since it takes 11 men to make 
a football team, if you have to prac- 
tice with five, six, seven, or even nine 


of your varsity men, you might, so} 


far as teamwork is concerned, not 
practice at all. The so-called * ‘perfect 
play” is the play where each of 11 
men does his job—carries out his in- 
dividual. assignment. 

Now, the work of each man depends 
to a certain extent upon the work of 
every other man. To make a team a 
smooth-running machine takes a lot 
of practice. And no machine runs 
smoothly on three wheels, or with the 
steering gear or a couple of spark 
plugs missing. You have to have all 
the parts. 

After two weeks of intensive prac- 
tice, college opens and a man starts 
his classroom work. He hasn’t had 
time to get his second wind. He prob- 
ably is sore and tired, but he knows 
that he must make:a good start in 
his studies. If he had had one more 
week to spread the thing over the 
chances are that he would have passed 
the sore and bruises period. 

INJURY CAUSE. 

We frequently have thought that 
this two weeks’ preliminary practice 
rule was as accountable for injuries 
as any other one thing. Injuries are 
largely a matter of fatigue. 

Spring practice is another thing. 
Properly conducted it affords an out- 
let for a lot of youngsters at a time 
when every healthg young animal 
wants to get outdoors and do a bit 
of dancing on the green. Knute 
Rockne used to say: 

“If 300 active young men want to 
get out and kick footballs around the 
place, why should anybody stop them? 
I can think of few things more healthy, 
or better calculated to keep them on 
the campus and out of mischief. I al- 
ways try to make spring football just 
as much fun as I can. Varsity men 
choose up sides and play games and, 
if a guard always has thought that 
he would make a great quarterback, 
here is his chance to try out the idea. 


NO REFORM. 


“The only trouble we ever have 
with our men is in that one month of 
winter when there is no form of sport 
going on. That is the time they spend 
in various activities which frequently 
end in getting them on probation.” 

Reform does not appear, to us, like- 
ly to arrive by the road which leads 
to a limit of the off-time that can be 
spent in play. The whole trouble is 
that things already haveb een too lim- 
ited. Coaches and alumni have been 
telling these boys just what they could 
do and what they must do, and in 
some cases what they were hired to 
do, until all the play has gone out of 
sport, leaving only work. 

Stop paying athletes directly or in- 
directly. The minute you do that, you 
have left real voluntary athletics. A 
man plays because he wants to play, 
and should be permitted to play when 
and where“he wishes, as long as it is 
not injuring him physically, or inter-

PROPOSED CHANGES. 


The text of some of the proposed 
amendments follow: 

“No freshmen shall be allowed to 
assemble for athletic practice until 
es weeks after the opening of col- 
e y 

“All scholarship and loan funds for 
which athletes are eligible must he 
placed in the hands of the universit 
officer or committee that usually ad- 
ministers such funds. Full record 
shall be kept of the source and dis- 
tribution of such funds. 

“No student shall participate in 
any intercollegiate contest unless he 
is a bona fide matriculated student, 
who is a graduate with at least 16 
units of an accredited high school or 
equivalent, and who qualifies for ad- 
mission under the college certifying 
standards set up by his high school, 
and is doing full work as defined by 
the regulations of the institution in 
which he is enrolled. 

“Not more than three units offered 
for entrance shall be vocational units. 

“During the preceding year and the 
preceding semester or quarter, a stu- 
dent, to be eligible, must have gained 
credit for three-fourths of the propor- 
tionate percentage of hours Tequired 
for graduation in the course in which 
he is registered.”
